Factual Data

Supports Water
District Need

separate reports by qualified hy-
draulic_engineers..on. the..basin
water aeficiency.
The first report issued on
B RV T s r A A B B T T
Arthur W. Cory, then consult-
ing engineer with the Inglewood
City . Water Department, was
published as a warning to the
City Couneil. In his report Cory
stated ““During the past summer
,(1930) the lowest static ‘level
(water level when not pumpin’gf

in-four wells close to the site
of the old (Centinela) springs
showing a’drop in water level of
128 feet in 30 years” . .. (Cory
continues) “This lowering of the
water table in our wells is not
due entirely to the pumping
which we ourselves do, but is
a direct result of all pumping
carried on in other wells thru
this basin.” ..“If even - the
present rate of wijthdrawal of
water from the ground contin-
ues, and it will no doubt in-
crease, one cannot help but feel
worried as to what the results
will be unless a thorough con-
servation program is speedily
carried out.”

A second report in March,
1944, by the Division of Water
Resources of the State of Cali-
fornia on “Underground Water
Conditions in West Coast Basin"
states “The draft on ground wa-
ter, of West Coast Basin ‘was,
in ‘the years before 1920, only a
frdction of “that which now' ‘éx:
ists, yet it even then exceeded
the small recharge.” . . . “The
lowering of ground water levels
and the intrusion of sea water
which have_occurred since 1903
may not seem very important

Water and Power and Council
man Ed J. Davenport (12th dis-
trict) have climbed into the ring
on the side of Mayor Fletcher
Bowron to engage the U.S. Sen:
ate Small Business \Committee
on the issue of whether the city
should have retained the $25,
000,000 aluminum reduction plant
at Torrance.

The War Assets Administra-
tion has advertised -the plant
for sale as surplus on Jan. 24,
when it will be turned over to
the highest bidder for removal
to some other section of the
country.

Lack of*an adequate power
supply keeps the plant from
operating here.

Samuel B. Morris, chief engin-
eer. and geheral manager of the
City Water and Power depart-
ment, declared that he had
asked the War Assets Adminis-
tration to hold the aluminum
plant intact for a two-year per-
jod until additional supplies of
low cost hydro-electric energy
were made available, but this
proposal was overruled.

“We cooperated completely
with the War Production Board
when we made available a large
surplus of lowcost hydro electric
power,” he asserted. ‘“The De-
| partment not only made avail-
able power for operation of the
reduction plant but urged con-
struction of a rolling mill. " This
would have made possible an in-

“They tted in-
gots at the Torrance plant,
shipped them to Spokane, Wash,,
to be rolled into sheet metal
and then the sheet aluminum

tegrated industry in
Los Angeles. But the rolling
mill was built in Spokane.”

In 1944 the reduction plant
operations were halted by the
government due to overproduc-
tion resulting in a tremendous
stockplle of metal. The depart-
ment vainly exerted every ef-
fort to secure an operator for
over a year. s »

“In the meantime," declared
Morris, “new small industries
developed in large numbers In
Los Angeles, They are of a
type, fortunately, most desirable
for the area contributing to the
diversification of the industrial
base and providing a high rate
of job creation per kilowatt hour
of energy consumed."

In this connection Davenport
commented at the council dis-
cussion that 1000 jobs may have
been lost but that new plants
have created 70,000 new jobs
gince the war's end.
